Ate Moes In Hunger 


"Four thousand prisoners, 
mostly 


from Przemysl, have arrived here," 
says Renter's Kiev 
correspondent. 


"They give a pitiable description of 
the starving candition of the garri- 
son before the fall of the fortress., 
Numbers of the men, they say, were 
dropping from 
exhaustion, while 


others had not sufficient strength to 
leave the trenches. They ate moss 
and gnawed at the straps of their 
equipment to keep themselves alive." 


Berlin Admits It 


Berlin, March 24.—The press of the 


German capital unites in paying trib- 
ute to the defenders of Przemysl who, 
it is declared, only hunger could sub- 


due. 
At the same time there is no 


disposition to make light of the defeat.( 
The Lokal Anzeiger says: 


"We have no intention of minimiz- 


ing the loss our brave allies have suf- 
fered.. Przemysl was strong and a. 
great fortress. It showed its strength 
in its proud defence. We mourn with 
our allies its loss and the loss of its 
commander and garrison who 
have 


won laurels, whose glory 
captivity 


cannot destroy."

London, March 1.—There were three 


Americans'in that marvelous Christ- 
mas truce in my part of the trenches; 
Eugene Jacobs, of Pawtuckct, Rhode j 
Island; Victor Chapman, a 
Harvard 


man from New York, and myself. We 
belonged to the Foreign Legion which 
had been made up in Paris, of men of 
all nationalities and we had been in 
the trenches for twenty consecutive 
days, before Christmas dawned. For 
twenty days we had faced that strip 
of land, forty-five feet wide, between 
our trench and that of the Germans, 
that terrible no man's land, dotted 
with dead bodies, 
criss-crossed 
by! 


tangled masses of barbed wire. That j 
little strip of land was as wide and j 
deep, and as full of death as the At- 
lantic ocean; as uncrossable as 
the 


spaces between stars; as terrible as 
human hate. And the sunshine of the 
bright Christmas morning fell on it 
as brightly as if it were a lovers lane 
or the aisle in some grand cathedral.

Nadeem began it—Nadcem, a Turk, 
who believes that Mahomet and not 
Christ was the prophet of God.

Most of the game 
associations and Wild Life clubs es- 
tablished in the past year are officered 
by men who couldn't hit an ostrich at 
ten paces, but who are ready and will- 
ing to help along the schemes of the 
secretary of the game commission and 
his friends in the >iig cities who gath- 
er the cream of the bird hunting, leav- 
ing the local hunter to shoot mark at 
flying leaves or old tin cans.

There is * decrease of ever 79 per 
cent of passengers killed on steam 
lailroads tn the state of New Tork 
during the last year, as compared 
with the year preceding. There is a 
decrease of 46 per cent tn passengers 
injured. In 1813 41 passengers were 
killed, last year only 14. During 
the last year 9*3 passengers were In- 
jured as compared with 1,146 In the 
years before. There is a gratifying de- 
crease in casualties among railroad 
employees; 196 were killed and 3,02» 
injured last year, as compared with 
2E9 killed and 3,078 injured the year

Most of the game 
associations and Wild Life clubs es- 
tablished in the past year are officered 
by men who couldn't hit an ostrich at 
ten paces, but who are ready and will- 
ing to help along the schemes of the 
secretary of the game commission and 
his friends in the >iig cities who gath- 
er the cream of the bird hunting, leav- 
ing the local hunter to shoot mark at 
flying leaves or old tin cans.

There is * decrease of ever 79 per 
cent of passengers killed on steam 
lailroads tn the state of New Tork 
during the last year, as compared 
with the year preceding. There is a 
decrease of 46 per cent tn passengers 
injured. In 1813 41 passengers were 
killed, last year only 14. During 
the last year 9*3 passengers were In- 
jured as compared with 1,146 In the 
years before. There is a gratifying de- 
crease in casualties among railroad 
employees; 196 were killed and 3,02» 
injured last year, as compared with 
2E9 killed and 3,078 injured the year
